Two Killed, 4 Hurt - 
In 41 Accidents 


Two persons were killed and 
four injured in the 41 car acci- 
dents that occured in Palm Beach 
County. during the month of Sep- 
tember, according to-the monthly 
report released by the Department 
of Public Safety at the Pahokee 
District Office of the Florida 
Highway Patrol. 

In addition to investigating these 
accidents, FHP officers made 108 
arrests for law violations in the 
County in September, issued 206 
written warnings of improper driv- 
ing and 329 written warnings of 
faulty equipment, gave assistance 
to 113 motorists, made 14 talks 
on highway safety and gave ex- 
aminations to 1,018 applicants’ for 
drivers licenses, of which 650 
passed, 327 failed and 41 were 
termed incomplete.

WEST PALM BEACH — Judge 
E. Harris Drew, seeking election 
to a full term on the Supreme 
Court in the special statewide pri- 
mary on October 14, will wind up 
his campaign with a statewide 
radio address on ‘Monday night, 
October 13. ” 

After visiting virtually every 
county in the state in his personal 
campaign, Judge Drew stated to- 
day, “I have carried my campaign 
to the people of Florida on the 
one and only issue involved in this 
race: that issue is the qualifica- 
tions of the man running for this 
office. I respectfully ask the p20- 
ple of Florida to consider the rec- 
ord and background of both can- 
didates, 

“I have refused in this campaign 
to belittle and degrade any person 
or institution. It is my belief that 
the courts are. the great bulwark 
of freedom for the people of our 
state and nation, and that _ the 
faith of the people in their courts 
is fully justified. 

“I have made the people of this 
state the only promise that a can- 
didate for the Supreme Court can 
properly make—that I will do’ my 
very-best:to be-a good judge.” - 

Justice Drew's opponent is Vin- 
cent C. Giblin of Miami, who was 
appointed a circuit judge by Gov- 
ernor Fuller Warren. 

There is no connection between 
the October 14 election and the 
General Election on Nov. 4 when 
thé people will vot on a consti- 
tutional amendment to increase 
the size of the Supreme Court. 

Governor Fuller Warren said in 
Tallahassee this week he had twice 
refused to appoint Giblin to the 
Supreme Court. He said he made 
this statement because “the peo- 
ple of Florida are entitled to know 
what is back of Judge Vincent 
Giblin's venomous attacks * upon 
the State Supreme Court.” 

Justice Drew, who was appoint- 
ed to the court when Justice Roy 
H. Chapman died, is a graduate of 
Stetson Univergity Law School. He 
is past president of the Florida 
State Bar Association, and past 
president of the Bar Association of 
West Palm Beach, where he, has 
practiced for 29 years. The Palm

Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious j 
shall. have advertised his or their intention to register said Ficti.

gistration is. to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving .

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Palm Beach County will have its 
third Mass Chest X-ray Survey 
from November 18 through Decem- 
“ber 23, 1952 according to Ernest 
+L. Ab2l, President of Palm Beach 
“County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association. The Florida State 
“Board of Health will bring in four 
&-ray units, 2 mobile and 2 sta- 
tionary for the survey. One of the 
mobile units will go from Jupiter 
down the coast to Boca Raton. 
The other will spend the greater 

. part of the’ period in the Glades 
area. The stationary units will re- 
main in West Palm Beach, one in 
the business section and the other 
in the Negro area during the en- 
tire five week period. 

The Mass Survey is sponsored 
“by the County Health Department, 
the West Palm Beach Health De- 
partment and the Palm Beach 
County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association. It is approved by the 
Palm Beach County Medical So- 
ciety. 

Dr. C. L. Brumback, Directoy of 
‘Palm Beach County Health De- 
@Partment said, ‘Although the 
Mass Survey is intended chiefly 
_to find unsuspected tuberculosis, 
the chest x-rays also bring to light 
¿certain heart abnormalities and 
tumors of the chest area arly 
enough to make effective treat- 
"ment possible.” 

Dr. Brumback added, “In addi- 
tion to the X-ray units there Will 
be a. Diabetes unit in the business 
section of West Palm Beach for 
the entire period. This is another 
service offered by the Health De- 
partment to enable the public to 
check themselves for evidence of 
diabetes, by taking a small blood 

¿specimen from the tip of the 
yfinger. 

Mrs. Ruth ‘L. Sheppard, Execu- 
tive Director, of the Palm Beach 
County Tuberculosis and Health 
‘Association pointed out, “since 
“early tuberculosis may have no 

systoms and since it is catching 
a most effective way to protect 
the’ public is by Mass Surveys 
When every adult 15 years of age 
“pnd over checks himself for TB.
